it ſtands: The Britons, Catz LEOIOV, Carr

& that is, the Camp of the great Legion on the 
Dee; is now called Chefter, or Heft- Cheſter, 
from its weſterly Situation. It is ſituate in 
Weſt Longitude, 20 Degrees, 23 Minutes; 
and in Latitude, 53 Degrees, 15 Minutes; 
and is 182 Miles from "London, |

Etbelfrid King of North- 
ambria, "conquered it in 607, and put to 
Death 1000 of the Monks of Bangor, who 
came with Brochmail Y/chithroc to its Aſſiſt- 
ance. Egbert about the Year 828, wreſted 
it from the Britiſb Prince Mervyn, and his 
Wife Ehibt. The Daniſh Pirates wintered 
here in 895, but were driven hence by Alfred 
the Great. It was reſtored about 907, or 
908, by the celebrated Etbelfleda, who was 
the Daughter of King Alfred, and Wife to 
Ethelred, Earl of Mercia; and after the 
Death of her ' Huſband ſhe governed. Mer-

with a Wolfs Head, the Arms which he 
bore, engraven.on it. His Sword of Dignity 
is kept in the Britiſb Muſeum; is in Length 
about four Feet, and ſo unweildy, as to re- 
quire conſiderable Strength to brandiſh it 
with both Hands. His Parliament was form- 


ed of eight Barons, who were obliged to at- 


tend him, and every Baron had four Eſ- 
quires, every Eſquire. one Gentleman, and 


every Gentleman one Valet. The Barons. 


had the Power of Life and Death. This 
Government continued till the Reign of Hen- 
ry III. 1237, who reſumed the Earldom. 


Cheſter had been long before a conſiderable 
Port; the Saxon Navy was ſtationed here, and. 


here was the Seat of the Mercian Kings. At 


this Time the Imports and Exports were 
very conſiderable; one Article of the latter 
were Slaves, ſome of which they were pro- 
bably furniſned with, in their frequent 
Wars with the Welſb; and amongſt the Im- 
ports, Wine was not the leaſt conſiderable, 
according to Lucian the Monk, who praiſed 
its excellent Flavour, and drank it plenti- 
fully; and by the Old Saxon Law, if any. | 


Perſons made bad Ale, they were to ſit in 


a Chair full of Dung, or pay Four Shillings. 
. Hugh Lupus was ſucceeded by his Son Ni- 
chard, who was drowned in his Paſſage from 


Normandy : 
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Normandy: He governed 19 Years, and was 


—— by Ranulph, ſurnamed Meſchines, 
Son of Margaret, Siſter to FT Lupus. 
Ranulph died at Cheſter, A. D. 1129, and 
was ſucceeded by the heroic Ranulph, II. 
ſurnamed Geronijs, who having held the 
Earldom 25 Years, was poiſoned in 1153. 
He was buried at Chefter; his Son Hugh II. 


ſurnamed Cyvelioc, ſucceeded him, and con- 
tinued in the Earldom 28 Years; he died at 


Leek, in Staffordſvire, and was buried at 
Cheſter. 


He was ſucceeded by his Son Ranulph, 


furnamed Blundeville, who for his Benevo- 
lence was ſtiled, Ranulph the good. He ſer- 


ved in the Holy Wars, and was as celebrated 
as any of the Seven Champions of Chriften- 
dom. After his Return, he built Beeſton Caſ- 
tle in this County. 

This Earl Ranulph, was beſieged by the 
Welſh in the Caſtle of Rhudland, and was re- 
lieved by Roger Lacey, Conſtable of Chefter, 
who collected a large Body of Fidlers, Muſici- 
ans, &c. who were then mſMembled at the Fair 
of Hugh Lupu57, the remarkable Privilege of 


which was, that no Thief or Malefactor, that 


attended the Fair, ſhould be attached, or 
puniſhed: With this motley Crew, Lacey 
marched into Wales, and raiſed the Siege;

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for which Service, Ranulph rewarded him 
with full Power over all the Inſtruments of 
his prefervation; with the privilege of 


licencing the Minſtrels, 
Jobn, Son of Roger Lacey aſſigned this 


Power to the Dutton Family; whoſe Heirs 


claimed from the Minſtrels, four Bottles of 


Wine, and one Lance, with a Fee of four 
pence halfpenny: and from eyery Meretrix 
in the County, and City, efficium ſuum exer- 


cens, four pence. 


The Anniverſary of this Solemnity, was,

murdered by their barbarous Uncle Richard, 
afterwards. Richard III. 
Edward, only Son of Richard III. was 
created Earl of Cheſter, 1483, and died the 
next Year. Arthur, Son of King Henry VII. 
was created Earl of Chefter, 1489, and was 
ſucceeded by his Brother Henry in 1504. 

The next created Earl was Henry Frederic 
Stuart, Son of Fames I. in 1610, who dying 
without Iſſue, was ſucceeded by Charles his 
Brother, in 1616, afterwards Charles I. who 
in 1630, created his Son Charles Earl of 
Cheſter, afterwards Charles II. 

The next created Earl of Chefter was 


4 George, Son of King George I. in 1714; he | 
was ſucceeded by his eldeſt Son Frederic, 


in 1728, who dying in 1750, was ſucceed- 
ed in 1751 by his Son George, his preſent 
Majeſty. In 1762, George Auguſtus Frede- 


ric, eldeſt Son of his preſent Majeſty, was | 


created Earl of Cheſter. Having given a 

ſhort Account of the Earls of Cheſter, we 

ſhall return to our Hiſtory. 
Here in 1159, Malcolm IV. of Scotland, 


ceded to Henry II. all the Lands that had 


been wreſted from the Engliſh Crown. 


In 1255, Llewelyn ap Gryffydd, Prince of 
Wales, carried Fire and Sword to the Gates 


of * 
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of Cheſter: In 1257, Henry III. ſummoned 
his Nobility, and Biſhops, to- attend with 
their Vaſſals at Cheſter, in order to invade 
Wales; and in 1275, Edward I. appointed 
Cheſter as the Place for Llewehyn to do him 
Homage, whoſe Refuſal, ended with the Ru- 
in of him and his Principality; for in 1300, 
Edward of Carnarvon, here received the fi- 
nal Acknowledgement of the elf, to the 
Sovereignty of England. Richard II. viſited 


this his favourite City in 1397, and in 1399, 


he was brought a Priſoner, from Flint Caſtle, 
to the Caſtle of Chefter, which Henry IV. had 


* * | 


ſeized, and put to Death ſeveral of his Ad- 


herents. In Owen Glendower's Wars, this 
City was a Place d' Armes. In 1459, Henry 
VI. with Queen Margaret, and her Son Ed- 
ward, made a Viſit here, and beſtowed little 
Silver Swans on the Cheſhire Gentlemen, who 
eſpouſed her Cauſe, ' "3141 

Henry VII. and his Queen came here in 
1493. In the Year 1617, Edward Button, 
Mayor, preſented King James I. with a gilt 
Cup, and in it a hundred Jacobins of Gold. 
From this Time nothing particular happen- 
ed, till the City was involved in the Cala- 
mities of a Siege, in Conſequence of its Loy- 
alty to Charles I. The Siege continued twen- 


ty 
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ty Weeks, and the Beſieged having been 
reduced to eat Horſes, Dogs, and Cats, yield- Þ 
ed the City on February the third, 1645-6, ® 
on Terms that did them great Honour. K. 
William viſited this City in the Year 1690. 
Here was a Mint for the Coinage of Silver, 
in the Reign of King William III. and by an 
Act then paſſed, Chefter was one of the ſix 
Cities in England, where an Aſſay Maſter was 
| appointed. This City had for ſeveral Cen- 
ftruries public Stews, or Brothels, which were 
permitted by the Legiſlature, and the Hou- 7 
ſes were diſtinguiſhed by having the Fronts 7

kept in excellent Repair by the Murage Du- 
ties, the moſt conſiderable of which is, Aa

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of Cheſter. Ethelfleda is ſaid to have encom- 
paaſſed the City with Walls; but ſhe moſt pro- 
bably only repaired the ruined Fortifications, 
the whole Form of which, plainly appears 
to have been Roman. The old Towers, 
which are within Bow-ſhot of each other, are 
ſtill remaining on the North and Eaſt Sides. 
We ſhall lead the Traveller to this delight- 
ful and pleafant Walk, begining at the Eaft- 
gate, on the North fide of which is a Flight 
of Steps. The beautiful and extenſive View, 
| over a fine flat Country, interſperſed with

of a Roman Hypocauft, and Sudatory, buried 
in their own Ruins, beſides which, was Part 


of a teſſerated Pavement, and an elegant 
Roman Altar, dedicated to the God Æſcu- 


lapius, by a Standard Bearer of the Legio 


Auguſta, or Second Legion. The Inſcrip- 


tion is rendered imperfect by the Violence 
uſed in getting it up. 


The Hypocauft conſiſted of the ſame Num- 
ber of like formed Pillars, to thoſe which are 


to be ſeen near the Feathers Inn. 


The Sudatory ftood lower down, much 
of © nearer 


See the Deſcription of Bridge Street. 
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nearer the Gate; the upper Floor of which 
was fupported by Twenty-four Pillars, com- 
poſed of Tiles, nine Inches ſquare, and two 
Inches thick, filled up with a fine red Clay; 
on the Top of each Pillar, was placed a 
Tile of two Feet ſquare, which ſeemed to 
have ſupported a double Floor of coarſe Ce- 
ment; round the Sides of the Room, there 
appeared to. have been a Row of Tunnel 
Bricks, (like thoſe found a few Years ago 
at Wroxeter, } fixed with their upper Ends 
tevel with the Surface of the Floor; each 
Funnel having two oppoſite Mortice Holes, 
for a croſs Paſſage, to convey the Heat more 
regular over the Sweating Room. Its Pave- 
ment run in a circular Mofaic Figure; the 
Teſſeræ of which it was compoſed, were of 
three different Colours, viz. A duſky Blue, 
a Brick Colour Red, and a yellowiſh White, 
of Cubes not exceeding half an Inch.

At a ſmall Diſtance are the Quays, Port, 


and Crane, where Veſſels of 350 Tons load 


and unload, carried by the tides along the 


New River. On the Wharf are large Ware- 
houſes, belonging to the Merchants; and 


here Veſſels are built of 3 or 400 Tons Bur- 


then. This new River was cut through a 
large Tract of white Sands, in the Years 


1735, and 1736, (an Act of Parliament be- 
ing obtained for that Purpoſe; ) the old Ri- 


ver was at that time ie up, ſo that 
Veſſels could not come within the Diſtance 
of three, or four Miles from the City. 


Several Hundred Acres of fine Land have 
been already encloſed, and good Farm Hou- 
ſes now ſtand, where the Tides flowed a few 


Fears ago. "There are two Ferries eftabliſh- 


cd on the River, one at about the Diſtance 
of a Mile, and the other lower down about 


five Miles, which lead the Traveller into 


Great 
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Great Quantities of Cheeſe, (eſteemed the 
beſt in England,) Coals, and Lead, are ex- 
ported, from this Port; and from hence dif- 


terent Nations are ſupplied with large Quan- 


tities of Cannon, the Ultima ratio Regum, 
which are caſt at Berſham, near Wrexham. 

The Imports of Linen Cloth from Ireland 
are very conſiderable, particularly at the 
Times of the Fairs, on July the 5th, and 
OZober the 10th; likewiſe Hides, Tallow, 
Feathers, Ox Bones, Butter, and ſundry 0- 
ther Articles. 

A little below the Quay, the Canal, or 
Inland Navigation, which extends to Nanz- 
dich empties itſelf, and the Boats deſcending 
through ſeveral Locks, enter a large Baſon, 
and fail into the River, 

The healthful, and pleaſant Walk, down 
the Navigation Banks to the Ferries, deſerves 
a frequent Viſit from the man of Leiſure; 
nor will the Valetudinartan in many places 
find a finer Air, or more agreeable Ride, than 
along the encloſed Sands to Blacon Point. 


NORTHGATE STREET 


INorthgate Street is in Length about 440 
Yards, the Entrance was for many Years,

gerous for Paſſengers, at Fairs and public 


Times; but by a voluntary Subſcription of g 


Three Hundred Pounds by the Inhabitants, 


they were taken down, and the Entrance is 
now commodious. On the right Hand Side 
ſtands the THEATRE RO AL, which was for- 


merly a Chapel, dedicated to St. Nicholas, 


and afterwards uſed as a Common Hall. It ; 
is a very neat and well finiſhed Houſe; | 
.Plays are performed three times a Week du- | 


ring the ſtay of the Company, which may 
in general be ſaid to be as good as any 
Country Company of Comedians in the 
Kingdom, The daily Market for Fiſh and 
Vegetables, is held in the Square oppoſite 
to the Exchange, which is as well ſupplied, 
and as cheap as in any Part of England, 
The Excnance is a large handſome Pile, 
ſupported by five Columns in the Center, 
and. has a Row of Shops on the Weſt Side. 
It was built about the Year 1698, in the 
Mayoralty of Colonel Robert Whitley, who 
gave his Tolls towards defraying the Expen - 
ces of the Building. The Length is 126

The 
Elections for Mayors, and other annual Of- 
ficers, as likewiſe for Members of Parlia- 
ment, are held here. Here is the Manſion 
Houſe, where the Mayors have their En- 


tertainments, and the Citizens their Aſſem- 


blies during the Winter. Here is the Sub- 
ſcription Library, in which is a well choſen 
Collection of Books belonging to the Sub- 
{cribers. The Terms of Subſcription are, 
One Guinea Admittance, and half a Guinea 
annual Subſcription, 

The Encrine Hos near the Exchange 
is a neat Building, with fluted Columns, 
and a rich Cornice, of the Corinthian 4 
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der, and was built at the Expence of the 
Duke of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant of Ve- 
land. The Fire Engines are kept here at the 
Expence of the Corporation, and the Keys 
at the Exchange Coffee Houſe, and by Perſons

Side of the Exchange ſtand the Biſhop's Pa- 
lace, and the Cathedral. 


The three Fleſh Shambles, (where the

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Gates, always entruſted to the Care of the 
Chief Magiſtrate. 

The Goal is in the Care of the Sheriffs 
of the City, who keep a Deputy. There is 
no Allowance here for Felons, and that to 
Debtors is very ſcanty. Tolls are taken here, 
as hkewiſe at the other three Gates. 

Croſſing the Canal, which runs cloſe to the 
Goal, you enter Further Northgate Street; on 
the left Hand ſtands the Blue Coat Hoſpital, 
and the Chapel dedicated to St. John Baptiſt; 
it was formerly an Hoſpital, and San 
and endowed with great Privileges: The 
Maſterſhip was granted in the ninth Year of 
Edward II. to the Prior of Birkenhead. 
In the Time of K. Henry VIII. it conſiſted 
of a Chaplain, and ſix poor Brethren; and 
had Lands and Profits, to the Amount of 
Twenty-eight Pounds, Ten Shillings, and 
Four Pence.

The South, or Bridge Street, 1s an open 
ſpacious Street, in Length from the C/, 
to the Bridge, about 533 Yards. The 
Houſe at preſent occupied by Mr. Larden, 
was formerly the moſt capital Inn, and 
perhaps the only one in the City, known 
by the Sign of the Blue Poſts, and was the 
Scene of a remarkable Tranſaction. 

In the Year 1558, Dr. Cole being ap- 
pointed by Queen Mary one of the Com- 
miſſioners for * proſecuting the Proteſtants 
in Ireland; whilſt the Doctor was at Che 
ter, he was waited on by the Mayor, to 
whom he communicated the Buſineſs that 
he was going about; and taking a Leather 
Box out of his Cloak-bag, ſaid, Here is a 
Commiſſion that. ſhall laſh the Heretics of 1re- 
land. The Woman of the Houſe over-hear- 
ing their Converſation, and having a Bro- 
ther then in Dublin, was troubled at the

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Hotel, and that of no very antient Date, 
ſtood on the North Side of this Lane, 
near the old Common Hall, which when 
entire, ſurrounded a Square, and commu- 
nicated with Watergate Street. It was 
founded by Sir Thomas Eperton, Lord 
Chancellor of England, and Chamberlain 
of Cheſter.. 

On the 5th of November, 1772, this Place 
was the Scene of a dreadful Calamity: The 
firſt Floor was engaged by George Wil- 
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liams, a Puppet-ſhow Man; and at the 


Moment he was exhibiting to a very full 
Audience, by ſome unknown Accident, 
eight Hundred Pounds weight of Gun- 
powder which was lodged in a Cellar, 


or Warehouſe beneath, took Fire, and 


blew up three Stories, Twenty-three Peo- 
ple periſhed, and Eighty-three were much 
burnt, bruiſed, and received broken and 
diſlocated Limbs, of which Number only 
Three died, and thoſe with locked Jaws.” 

© Near the Plume of Feathers Inn, in 
this Street, is a Roman Bath entire, though 
the only Part that can be ſeen is the Hy- 
pacauſt, which is of a rectangular Form, 
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© ſupported by Thirty-two Pillars, two Feet, 
ten Inches and a half high, and about 
© eighteen Inches diſtant from each other. 
© Uponeach is a Tile eighteen Inches ſquare, 
© and over them a perforated Tile, two 
Feet ſquare; ſuch are continued over all 
© the. Pillars, which” ftand on a Mortar 
Floor ſpread over the Rock. On the 
© South Side is the Vent for Smoke. Here 
© 1s an Anti-chamber, which was the Room 
© where the Slaves attended to heat the 
© Place; in the Sweating Chamber above, 
the People uſed to fit during the Time 
© of the Operation.” 

A little lower, on the right Hand Side, 
is White Friars, where che Carmeliles, or 
White Friars, had a Convent in St. Mar- 
tin's Pariſh; (a Part of Mr. Robert Heſ- 
keth's Houſe is formed of the Remains.) 
By a View of the City in 1581, the Church 
appears to have ſtood a little Weſt of it. 
Here ſtand the the two Churches of St. M- 
chael, and St. Bridget. The Monaſtery of St. 
Michael is mentioned in the Charters of Ro- 
ger the Conſtable, and Henry II. to the Ca- 
nons of Norton. Oppoſite to St. Bridget, 
Church is Pepper Street, which leads to 
Newgate Street; oppoſite to which is Cup- 
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pin's Lane, (from a Cupping-houſe or Bag- 
nio being formerly in that Lane) which 
leads to Martin's Aſp; a ſmall croſs Lane 
call'd Bunce Lane, leads to the Caſtle. 

In the Pariſh of St. Martin was a Con- 
vent of BenediFine Nuns, dedicated to St. 
Mary, and 1s ſuppoſed to have originated 
from the Monaſtery of St. John, or was a 
Relique of one of the old Nunneries be- 
longing to St. Werburgh. This (with other 
Religious Houſes) was ſuppreſſed in 1537. 
The Revenues were, according to Dugdale, 
Sixty-ſix Pounds, eighteen Shillings, and 
Four-pence, to Speed, Ninety-nine Pounds, 
ſixteen Shillings, and Two-pence. The 
Church was Twenty-two Yards long, and 
Fifteen broad, and ſupported in the Mid- 
dle by a Row of Pillars. The Chapel was 
Nine Yards, by Four and three Quarters; 
the Cloyſters Thirty Yards, by Twenty. It 
{ſtood in the Nurſery Garden, on the Weſt 
Side of the City, ſtill called the Nun's 
Gardens, where Veſtiges of the Walls and 
Arches are yet remaining. 

A conſiderable Diſtance lower down is 
Caſtle Street, which leads to the Caſtle, Sr. 
Mary's Church, and Holme Street. At the 
Head of Caſtle Street ſtands Glover's Stone, 
which feparates the City from the Caſtle, 


and 
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and 1s a Part of the County, where Non 
Freemen may exerciſe their Trades, un- 
moleſted by the Corporation. It is here 
the Criminals are delivered to the Sheriffs 
of the City for Execution: This Cuſtom 
1s accounted for only by Tradition, that 
when the City by the Charter of Henry VII. 
was made a County of itſelf, the Citizens 
were ſo tenacious of their Privileges, and 
independent Right, that they took upon 
themſelves to conduct the Criminals to Ex- 
ecution, rather than the County Officers 
ſhould exerciſe any Authority within their 
Precincts. 

Another Tradition ſays, that a Felon was 
formerly reſcued in his Way to the Gallows 
by the Citizens; for which they have had 
the diſagreeable Duty inflicted on them 
of executing all Criminals, whether they 
be of the County or the City. 

The Caſtle is compoſed of two Parts, an 
upper and a lower, each with a ſtrong Gate, 
and round Baſtions on each Side, with a 
Ditch, and had within thefe few Years draw 
Bridges, and it is probable was entirely 
re-built by the Conqueror when he viſited 
this City, A. D. 1069. Within the upper 
Ballium are ſome Towers of Norman Ar- 

chitecture; 
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chitecture; one is called Julius Cz/ar's, in 
the upper Part of which has been a Cha- 
pel, as appears by the Holy Water Por, 
and ſome Figures painted on the Wall; and 
ſeems from the elegant Roof and Pillars to 
have been built at the ſame Time, and 
in the ſame Stile as the Chapter Houſe in 


the Cathedral. The Arſenal, Store-keep- Wil 


er's Houſe, and ſome Batteries, occupy the 
remaining Part. | 

On the Eaſt Side of the lower Court 
ſtands the SHIRE HALL, in which the Courts 
of Juſtice for the County are held. Ir is 
2 magnificent Building, near ninety Feet 
in Length, and Forty-five in Breadth; the 


Height very awful, and worthy the State 


Apartment of the firſt Norman Earl, Hugh 
Lupus, who required a Hall ſuitable to the 
greatneſs of his .Hoſpitality. The preſent 
Judges are, the Hon. Lloyd Kennion, Eſq. 
Chief Juſtice; the Hon. Daines Barrington, 
Eſq.” Adjoining to the Hall is the Court of 
Exchequer, or Court of Chancery, of the 
County Palatine of Chefter. The Earl of 
Cholmondeley is Chamberlain, Sir Richard Per- 


yn, Vice Chamberlain. This was the Par- 


lament Houſe of the little Kings of the Pala- 
tinate, and within are neat arched Gorhic 
Seats for the Abbot, and the eight Barons. 
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4 In the upper Part are the Apartments 
4 {6k the Judges, which are furniſhed at the 
= Expence of the Sheriffs of the City. The 
County Goal is within the Caftle, the Con- 
ſtable of which holds his Place for Life, 
but appoints a Deputy. A Suite of Rooms 
have been lately fitted up, for the Purpoſe 
of keeping the County Records; and ad- 
Joining is the Prothonotary's Office. 
| The Caſtle has a Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, and Conſtable, and is garriſon- 
ed by two Companies of Invalids, and de- 
fended by a Number of Barge Cannon on 
1 its Ramparts. 
* Below the Entrance of cable Street is the 
antient Manſion Houſe of the Gamul Fa- 
mily, where Sir Francis Gamul entertained 
the unfortunate Monarch Charles the Firſt, 
at the Time when the City was beſieged. 
; Oppoſite to this is a ſmall Lane which 
receives its Name from the Church of St. 
Olave adjoining, and at a ſmall Diſtance 
below is Clayton Lane, which leads to the 
Mine Houſes; oppoſite to which is a Lane 
which leads to St. Mary's Church, and was 
formerly the Road to a Poſtern called the 
Ship Gate, or Hole in the Wall, which now 
remains under the City Walls, and is 41 


= large round Arch ſeemingly Roman. 
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Through this Poſtern ſeems to have been 
the common Paſſage over the River Dee be- 
fore the building of the Bridge, (which is 
ſuppoſed to have been built by Etbelfleda ) 
either by means of a Boat at high Water, or 
by fording it at low, the River being very 
ſhallow here.
